Webster City. Iowa, Aug. 21.—Some- 


where in the rugged bluffs of the Mis- 
sissippi river near the little town of 
Waukon, Iowa, eighty miles north. o£ 
Dubuquo, iies a buried treasure, con- 
siting of $SO,OUU in gold. It was con- 
signed to the paymaster at Prairie dii 
Chien in 1830 for the purpose of pay- 
ing the soldiers who were lighting 
Black Hawk and. his warriors. 
The 


legeud' dates back to a very early 
period ir. the history of this country 
and .is full of romance and incidents 
o£ the days of the forefathers. 


At the time the treasure was hidden 


Col. 
Zachary Ta'ylor was in command 


of Fort McKay, then one of the most 
important government outposts in this 
section of the country. It was on the 
extreme "buffer" region, between the 
Indians and the whites, in constant 
danger of attack by Black Hawk and 
his fierce warriors. 
To this outpost 


one day in 1830 came four bags oil 
gold, each 
weighing 
about 
eighty 


pounds, the'aggregate value of which 
was about §80.000. 
They were con- 


signed to l.he post paymaster to pay 
off the soldiers. 
It was the largest 


amount that had ever been sent ta a 
post so far out. on ihe frontier in a 
time of practical hostility and Col. 


back. 'Accordingly,'"Col. 'Taylor "de- 
cided that the money should be hid- 
den outside the stockade. lie called 
for volunteers for special service and 
selected four men. headed by a sur- 
geon named Mercierie. He gave them, 
'each a sack of gold and sent them at 
night'to bury it and bring back a care- 
ful report that others might be able 
to find it.

The same night there was a deter- 


mined attack by Indians on the little 
outpost. -The sentries were driven in 
and some of them killed.

from the fort. There was no trace of 
the gold and none was ever found. 
Two days'later a. soldier found a bit 
of paper near where one of the bodies 
had been, giving a hastily scribbled 
'exrlJiiis-.tior. that the gold had been 
buried in a certain bluff, but the de- 
scription was incomplete and a care- 
ful search failed to locate the treas-

A GREAT IRRIGATION WORK 


Forces of Nature Wasted for Centu- 


ries Will Now Be Harnessed 


To Create Farms. 


A quarter 
of a century 
ago the

Basin in Wyoming is now the scene 
of it groat activity incident to the 
buildins of one of the largest of the 
government irrigation works. 
Some 


years asm Colonel Cody, better known 
as Buffalo Bill; made a survey of the 
Shoshone canyon 
and in connection 


with General Miles projected -a com- 
pany to construct a dam and irrigate 
pom'e 00,000 acres. 
The necessary; 


capital, however, was not forthcom- 
ing and when the national irrigation 
law was passed, the government took 
up the proposition and a large party 
of engineers has since been employed 
on the preliminaries o£ a areat work 
of desert reclamation. 


The Shoshone River dashes down a 


narrow canyon, with jagged and per- 
pendicular walls, and at its narrowest 
point the government has begun the 
construction of .the highest dam over 
built. 
It will cement together 
the 


two canycxi walls for 240 feet above 
the -stream bed and its foundation will 
go below the water-line $S feet ad- 
ditional, down no the solid bed rock. 
The stream, where it passes between 
those granite canyon walls, is but Co 
feet wide and the dame will form 
a 


great lake of 5,000 acres, with a wa- 
tershed oC 1.230 square miles, and 
storing enough water to irrigate -350.- 
000 acres through seven miles ef 14 
foot tunnels bored in the solid rock. 


No Chance For Land Grabbing. 
Tliis will cost about $25 an acre to 


be paid back "to the government by 
the settlers under the 
business-like 


provisions of the irrigation lay.

Few such picturesque and wildly

Great Forces Of Nature. 


This .Shoshone w^iyon and its sur- 


rounding mountains arc one 
oC nr£- 


nro's great handiworks. All has been 
cut, out by the silver stream rushing 
in its bed below. For countless ages 
it has eaten its way through granite 
and limestone, wearing, wearing, wc.ar- 
ing, wearing away. 
For 
centuries 


and ages it ha-s 
flowed, 
ceaselessly 


and likewise uselessly or. its way to 
join the Hood of the Missouri'!; now 
it is to be harnessed and made 
to 


produce for man. 
A thousand farm- 


ers will make prosperous homes for 
themselves and families and raise an 


• annual product ot a couple or three 


million dollars. 


In the canyon proper 
the 
great 


forces of nature have wrought won- 
derfully. 
Enormous granite boulders 


Iiave detached themselves from the 
mountains and rolled down thousands 
of feet, crashing their hundreds and 
thousands of tons 
into ttie i rocky 


gorge. 
Here the river 
continually 


plays upon them, searching out the 
seams and splitting them up or wear- 
ing thorn away and polishing tlxem 
smooth. 


The Rock Pile of the World. 


In the cajiyon's middle, below the 


<lam site, the jungle of rocks in the 
narrow river bed appears as though 
<i thousand blasts of giant powder had 
rent the mountain, sides and tumbled 
every

into the 


depths below, 
Tfiere is no dirt or 


sand in this, rivet bed; everything is 
rock. The imperishable granite, gray, 
pink, and vari-colored, oldest of the 
geological formations, 
made by the 


•wielding of various substances when 
the globe was a molten mass; 
the 


later limestones .and black volcanic 
rock's, conglomerates also melted by 
groat heat, the hard red sandstone 
find its white and brown contempor- 
aries, formed the grindngg of other 
rocks subjected to enormous pressure, 
and lastly the soyserkes and sulphrr 
rocks, soft and honeycombed, the re- 
sult of ceaseless spoutings of steam 
and hot water from the earth's bow- 
els, all are found in wonderful profu- 
sion.

It has been the good fortune of 


Elitm Root to give to the people of 
the United States two object, lessons 
in ideal citizenship. One of these was 
his resigning the emoluments of a 
great profession, of which he is 
a 


leader, in order to accept tho duties 
of public office. This was an example 
that was much needed at this time, 
when so many prefer the immense 
gains of commercial enterprise to the 
distinctions.of public service, or enter 
into 
tho 
government 
employment 


merely as a stepping stone to the fa- 
vor of corporations. 


Having resigned his profession for 


the public service, Mr. Root gave an- 
other example of good citizenship in 
resigning all positions which ho held 
as director of and counsel for corpo- 
rations. He separated 
himself from 


every employment and every nfiHia- 


fidelity toxthe interests of the people 
that he had sworn to ser.ve. Suppose 
that every person 'entering the ser- 
vice of any one of our cities should 
divest himself of stock in public ser- 
vice corporations, and every contract 
that might in any way tempt him from 
the path of entire faithfulness to his 
public responsibilties.

An attack of yellow fever conies on 


with severe chills or rigors wheu It 
comes suddenly. It may come on more 
gradually with languor, headache and 
malarial symptoms. The teaiperaturo 
goes to 105 degrees, sometimes.'higher. 
The fever lasts from three to five days, 
attended with palu jn the back, limbs 
nnd head. There Is nausea and vomit- 
ing. The yellow tint of the skin, from 
•which the fever gets 'its name, begins 
on the second or third day."" Yellow 
fever develops usually from three or 
four days after Infection. 
Sometimes 


It takes seven days. In severe cases 
small hemorrhages take place into the 
pkln and mucous membrane. 
The 


.vomit Is nt first white. Later It be^ 
comes very dark in appearance, like 
coffee grounds, when It is known as 
"black vomit," There is bleeding at 
the noso, mouth and gums. Delirium 
usually follows, then unconsciousness 
and death. 


First Recognized In West Indies. 


Although yellow fever has been oc- 


casionally seen outside of the tropics, 
its real origin Is In a warm climate. It 
-Tvas first recognized definitely In tho 
IWost Indies In 1847, where It prevails, 
as well as on the west const of Africa, 
Central America and southward along 
both coasts of South America and 
northward to tho south Atlantic and 
gulf states.. It has been brought to 
north Atlantic seaports by vessels. 
The coming of frost generally stops, 
yellow fever. Survivors of one attack 
of yellow fever become immune from 
further attack. The mortality varies. 
In some epidemics it has been as high 
as S5 per cent; in others as low as 10 
per cent. 


Experts seem to agree that the first 


stop to combat the spread of yellow 
fever Is to attack the,mosquito. In 
this connection Dr. Walter "Wyrnan, 
surgeon general of the marine hospital 
service, who is in charge of tho cam- 
paign against yellow fever in Now 
Orleans and to whom belongs the 
'credit of encouraging and urging the 
experiments leading to tho acceptance 
of tho theory that the stogomyia mos- 
quito Is practically the only carrier of 
the poison that causes 'yellow fever, 
recently spoke as follows to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the PittsOurg 
Dispatch: 
. "Scientifically It is not true that tlio

"The best w;i.v iu dealing with an epl- 


ilomic, or any other thing, for that mat- 
ter, is to proceed upon known facts. 
Wo know tlie sfcgomyia ca-rries the 
cause of yellow fever. 
Therefore tho 


order to all the men in the marine hos- 
pital service Is 'kill the mosquito!' If 
the fever persists after the mosquito 
has disappeared we will know that 
there Is some other way for en fry- 
ing it. 


"What have we to show? Havana, 


after loO yr-ars of annual visitation, 
free from the disease. Lnralo, Tex., 
treated by men believing in the mos- 
quito theory aud fronted accordingly, 
with only about 10 per cent of the 
population attacked by tho disease, 
contrasted with Lnrecio, Mexico, across 
the river, disbelieving the theory, 00 
per cent of tbe people attacked. 


"The stegomyla. does not live north, 


of Masou and Dixon's line. He" does 
not live In all the territory south of It 
The mountains of North Carolina are 
too cold for him. Before wo knew any- 
thing about the work of- that pest ob- 
servation taught us the country was 
divided into two parts—the. infectible 
territory and the noulufectibie.

we. got to know about the stegomyla 
wo found that the limits of his habitat 
were coextensive with the limits of .tlie 
Infectible domain."

"Next to killing the mosquito by 


making It Impossible for him to breed 
what is the best preventive?" 


"Tho screening of every person, with 


a fever for four days. 
Yellow fever 


Is hard to diagnose. 
It begins like 


many other fevers. 


"Screening during tho first four days 


makes It impossible for the Insect to 
become Infected 
from 
the 
patient. 


Three days is the t i m e ' i n which a 
mosquito can get tho poison from a 
human being, bnt four makes assur- 
ance doubly sure. 


"After a mosquito has taken the j 


blood from a patient who has had yel- 
low fever for not more thau three 
days it takes twelve days for tbe In- 
sect to become a source of Infection. 
So you can see that if the first yellow 
fever case is caught in time the cam- 
paign against the mosquitoes will bo 
beneficial if it Is vigorously prosecuted 
during the next nine or ten days. Aft- 
er that If. tho Insect thnt bit the pa- 
tient Is still at large the chances of In- 
fection are very numerous. It takes 
five days for tho poison deposited, in a 
human body by a mosquito to develop; 
hence the five day detention. 


'The stegomyla Is a slow moving 


insect.. After, a patieut has been re- 
moved to a doubly screened hospital 
in a doubly screened ambulance It Is 
the business of the doctors to return 
to the house as quickly as possible and

The fact that mosquitoes convey yel- 


low fever was established by the late 
Major Walter Reed, surveyor of the 
United States nrmy, when iu 3900 nnd 
1901 he supervised the experiments 
with yellow fever in Cuba after tlie 
United States came Into . control of 
tho island, says the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. These tests were thorough 
and convinced the army officer that 
beyond a doubt the\mosquito Is tho 
only transmitter of the fever .germ. 
Following is the report of these ex- 
periments, nnd it should satisfy all lay- 
men wheu it is borne iu mind that 
all the subjects ''were Americans- 
United States soldiers who hud volun- 
teered: 


Special Camp Built. 


'A camp was especially constructed 


for the experiments about four miles 
from Havana. ' The Inmates of the 
camp were ..put into most rigid quar- 
antine and ample time was allowed to 
eliminate any possibility of tho disease 
being brought In from Havana. 
The 


personnel consisted of three nurses and 
niue immunes, all hi tho military serv- 
ice, aud included two physicians. 


'From time to time Spanish Immi- 


prrants, newly arrived, were brought In 
from the immigrant station. A person 
not known to be Immune wns not al- 
lowed to leave camp, or If he did wns 
forbidden to return. 
The most com- 


plete record wns kept of the health of 
every mini to be experimented upon, 
thus' eliminating the possibility of any 
other disease than yellow fever compli- 
cating the case. 


"The mosquitoes used -were especial- 


ly bred from the eggs and kept in a 
building screened 
by wire netting. 


When an insect was- wanted for an ex- 
periment it was taken into a yellow 
fever hospital and allowed to fill itself 
with tbe blood of a patient. Afterward, 
ftt varying Intervals from the time of

f this meal of blood, it was pui'poaely 


applied to nouimninnes in camp. 


"In December, 100'J, live cases of tho 


disease were developed as the result of 
such applications, In January three 
nnd Iu February two, making in all 
ten, exclusive of the cases of Dr. 
James Carrol and Dr. .Tcsse W. Lazaar. 
Immediately upon the appearance of 
the first recognized symptoms of the 
disease in au.v one of these experiment- 
al cases the patient was taken from 
Cainp Lnzear to a yellow fever bospi- 
'tal one mile distant. Every person in 
camp was rigidly protected from acci- 
dental mosquito bites, and not.in a sin- 
gle instance did yellow fever develop 
in the camp except nt the will of the 
experimenters. The experiments were 
conducted at a season when there was 
the least chance of naturally acquiring 
tlie disease, and tlae mosquitoes used 
were kept alive by maintaining them 
at a summer temperature. 
."A completely mosquito proof build- 
ing was divided into two compart- 
ments by a wfce screen partition. In- 
fected Insects were liberated on one 
side only. A brave nonimmune entered 
nnd remained long enough to allow 
himself to be bitten several times. He 
wns attacked by yellow fever, while 
two susceptible men In the other com- 
partment 'did not acquire the disease, 
although sleeping there thirteen nights. 
This demonstrates in the simplest and 
most certain manner that the Infec- 
tiousness of tlio building was due only 
to the presence of 'the insects. Every 
attempt was made to infect Individ- 
uals by means of bedding, clothes and 
other articles that had been used and 
soiled by patients suffering with viru- 
lent yellow fever. 


"Naturally yellow fever Is transmit- 


ted by the mosquito and always aud 
only by tlie mosquito. The harmless- 
ness of fomites hns been fully demon- 
strated by our experiments in 1900 nnd 
1001, In which three young Americans 
slept for twenty consecutive nights In 
a room from which mosquitoes wore 
excluded garnished with articles soiled 
with discharges from fatal and other 
cases of yellow fever. Three and four 
large boxes wore packed nnd unpacked 
each morning by these nonimmunes, 
who suffered no disturbance of health 
from these exposures. Tho room was 
£0 by 14 feet, double waited, tightly 
sealed, heated to above 00 degrees P. 
. nnd dark. 


"Two other nonimmunos then occu- 


pied the room for twenty nights, wblle 
additional articles of bedding 
aud 


clothing were added. They slept in the 
garments and between the sheets that 
covered-cases of yellow fever, some of 
which were fatal. The result of the 
second attempt was nil. A third at- 
tempt was then made with two addi- 
tional nonimmuucs equally without 
success. Not tho slightest indisposition 
followed close and intimate Antact 
with this repulsive material iu any 
case. Temperatures nnd pulse rates 
were recorded at regular nnd frequent 
Intervals. Four of these seven nonim- 
munes were subsequently infected by 
blood injections and by means of in- 
fected mosquitoes.". . , 


Dr. Lazear's Singular Death. 


The first death from the mosquito ex- 


periments was that of Dr. Jesse W. 
Lascear in November; 1901. Dr. Lazear, 
an army surgeon, was one of an army 
board, all oC whom submitted them- 
selves to tbe bites of infected mosqui- 
toes. The death of Dr. Lascar was sin- 
gular. He hud voluntarily been bitten 
for the sake.of experiment and suf- 
fered no effects. Afterward while he 
was visiting the yellow fever ward at

Bedlam at Night, 


"We managed fairly well1 during the 


day, but at might—midnight—when we 
were worn out, the bedlam produced 
by the patieuts In their delirium was 
awful. They made all sorts of noises 
In different languages, for there were 
different nationalities represented. The 
uraemia whieh resulted from the char- 
acteristic effect of the disease on the 
kidneys caused convulsions dud' par- 
ticularly facial spasms., 


"The sick would make the most dis- 


tressing grimaces, which In the wee, 
sma' hours o' morn would cause some 
of the female nurses to tremble and 
cry and beg for a short" respite In the 
open air. They would go out on the 
verandas, steady themsjelves, then back 
to business. But the most horrible of 
all was the hemorrhages, too horrible 
to describe. And, all this caused by the 
bite of a particular kind of mosquito!"

Among the more seriously injured 


are Rabbis Ashinsky, S. Graffman and

of 'the congregation, and Policeman 
Adam Leftev/eskl. 


The platform which broke had di- 


mensions o£ about fifty feet by fifty 
feet and had been constructed over 
the foundation walls for the acconi' 
modation of the rabbis, officers of tho 
church and invited guests. 


Just prior to the cornerstone cere- 


monies a brass band leading SOO Zion-' 
ists marched up 
playing a 
lively 


tune, 
anrl 
when 
the 
Zionists 


were invited to pass over the plat 
form in order, to sign their names to 
the roll to be placed in the stone a 
(mad 
rush was made by the thousands 


of people who had gathered about to 
secure the same privilege. 
The po- 


licemen were overwhelmed and in a 
moment the platform was packed with 
men, 
women ant! children. 
The frail 


structure 
could .' hot 
withstand the 


strain and fully 5DO-persons were car- 
ried down. The panic that, followed 
attracted thousands -of people to the 
spot nnd the police had great diffi- 
culty in ' extricating the .screaming, 
groaning victims from the wreckage* 


Victims Are Trampled Down. 


When the cellar had been cleared 


it .was. found that 'scores .were hurt, 
their Injuries'consisting of'br'uiscs and 
cuts about the bead and body. Some 
of the iiijuncs-were^Uie to the panic, 
that followed .the crash, many being 
.trampled on In.the wfid'rush jo escape. 


Rabbi Ashinsky Was one of those 


.victims. He was trampled by the ex> 
cited crowd and sustained severe in- 
juries, but though suffering intensely, 
continued the service after some sorl 
of order had. been restored by the 
army of policemen who were called tc 
the scene from several districts, the 
report being circulated that hundreds 
ha* been killed in the accid-cnt. The 
fact that there were no fatalities is a 
marvel, as the platform when it broke 
closed up like a jack-knife, throwing. 
Ibe people in a struggling mass into 
the cellar. 


Ruined Wall Topples. 


Forty Italian laborers were at work 


on. the Avenue theater ru'lns when the 
wall fell. 


For some time past the work of raz- 


ing the Avenue walls has been going 
on under Contractor Thomas J. Egan 
and to hasten matters work has been 
in progress night and day and every 
day in the week. 
While forty men 


were at work, fifteen of them were car- 
rying a heavy iron joist across the 
second floor, the west

1 Some oC those who have no cliil- 
'dreu may begin to chink I am paying; 
a great deal of attention to the little 
folks; but there are many young moth- 
ers, autl older ones, too, for that mat- 
ter, who anxiously study everything 
that will aid in the better development 
of the children. 
Of course, I 
can't 


say to those who are 
looking 
for 


something else that: "You may be a 
child yourself some time," but I can 
say you may have a child of your own 
some time, and then you will gladly 
turn to these lectures. 


The health of the little ones is really 


of more importance to tho nation than 
that of its grown people, for 
upon 


them depends the future welfare of 
the people. A shrewd priest once said: 
"Give me the. religious teaching 01 the 
children until they are ten years old, 
and I care not what religion is after- 
ward taught, they will always be of 
my faith." 


So I say, give me the physical and 


dietetic training of the children from 
ono year before birth until they are 
ten years old. and I will, cover this 
'broad land with the happiest race o( 
physical and mental giants that can be 
found upon the face of the globe, 
i 


say one year before birth advisedly, 
because I am a firm belie'ver in the 
power of pre-natal influences. 


It is rather amusing to read some 


of the directions given for the feeding 
and care of children in sone of the 
works put forth as authorities. 
One 


very pretentious work, and one which 
as a. rule, is very good, says in one 
paragraph, that after IS months of 
age the child can have portions of rare 
roast beef, roast lamb, broiled mutton 
chops or beefsteak, white 
meat 
oJ 


chicken or turkey, and fresh, fish. A 
little farther on. 
and 
in 
another 


paragraph, he sajs. that a 
child oi 


three or four years old may be 
al- 


'lowed a piece of ripe pear or plum or 
:Stra\vbcrrios, but that bananas 
and 


cherries should be forbidden. Now, 
just imagine a rugged, healthy child, 
such as one trained according to the 
Home Health club method must be by 
tho time it is four years old, being 
allowed a "piece" of such fruit, or 1'or- 
•bidden ripe cherries or bananas! 
1 


can imagine the feeling of the average 
'child at being offered a piece of the 
fruit instead of the-whole. 


Moreover,think oi' feeding IS-months- 


old babies such meats, or, in fact, any 
meat at all. They are much better off 
without it. But don't deprive them ol 
a generous supply of good, wholesome 
ripe fruit. 
If * it is allowed 
them 


everyday, they will never ovevijat ol 
that, any more than they would oi 
bread and butter—that is. if they are 
taught to eat properly and at proper 
times. 


It is true the best fruits for children 


are 
oranges, 
cooked 
apples 
and 


stewed prunes, and-as these can nearly 
always.be obtained, there is no reason 
why 
I ho little ones should be deprived 


of them—and especially of the prunes; 
which 1 consider 'one of the cheapest, 
bust and most wholesome fruits to be 
obtained in North America. 


Whole wheat bi'eacl, r'ce and prep- 


arations of cereal foods should enter 
largely into the diet of the growing 
child, and the necessary fats be sup- 
plied in the way of cream and hutter. 


At the ape of four years the growing 


child should be allowed about, four 
meals per day, beginning at seven a. 
m.. then at 10:00, l:"0 and 0 p. m., the 
first meal to be largely of fruit, fol- 
lowed by a cereal brealu'astrfood, light- 
ly salted, and served wilji cream, a 
little bread and In:tier if desired, and] 
a glass* of milk; 
the 
second 
meal 


should consist of/a bowl of soup and 
a slice of stale bread, lightly buttered; 
for the .third meal something more 
substantial may be given, with fruit 
for dessert; while the evening lunch 
should bo of whole wheat bread with 
mil!;, or milk toast. 


• Children like "goodies"—f am sure ol 


that; I speak from personal experience 
—-therefore, as the children who have 
followed 
tho 
Home , Health 
club 


regime are now healthy, robust little 
one, there must be provision made for 
satisfying their demand for some of 
the good things. 


The leciAires on the subject of in- 


fant feeding and also for feeding chil- 
dren after the period of infancy, must 
.now come to a close, for the child that 
has been cared for according to the 
methods taught in the preceding lec- 
tures must certainly have- 
developed 


into quite a strong, robust, healthy 
.chilil, with a vigorous appetite, and a 
stomach that will care for the good, 
healthful food with which it is sup- 
plied. 


But (here are many 
hundreds of 


thousands—yes, millions—of 
children 


who will never receive the advantages 
that inight be theirs did their parents 


' but know of tho club work. Each mem- 


ber or "student should, therefore, al- 
ways be prepared to aid the sintering 
and helpless ones, in case of emergen- 
cy, for these little ones will, sooner 
or later, suffer from the various ill- 
nesses which it is supposed ail chil- 
dren must pass through.

that everybody recommends. 


Don't dose it with soothing syrups.

Don't offer nature's fount every time 


the baby-cries. A too full stomach is 
doubtless the cause of its pain. 


Don't use the baby foods advertised, 


unless recommended by

then they might not agree with your 
child. 


Don't bind too tightly; nature will 


keep the baby from fulling apart. 


Don't dose with castor oil; but for 


constipation gently rub the abdomen. 
If delicate and emaciated, anointing 
with, olive oil, after the usual bath, 
will prove beneficial. 


Don't forget to give a drink of cold

In the first place, I would advise you 


to foment your knee with a decoction, 
of lobelia leaves and mullein. Then 
to treat the disease constitui. unally. I 
think you ought to use the Schuesslcr 
method of treatment. Schuessler was 
an old German doctor who discovered 
the system of treating disease 
with 


minute doses of the various elements 
of the body. He then supplied them in 
that manner to the diseased tract— 
the specific element required by each 
specific condition, the disease being 
caused by lack of balance in the tissue 
elements, which balance must be re- 
stored before.;; cure i& effected. Thus 
in your case those 
elements 
which 


would relax as well as build up and 
feed the tissues in the'nerves, muscles, 
etc., of the knee would Ixs selected. 
By all means continue the manipula- 
tions. 
I trust yon will adopt 
these 


suggestions and let me know of your 
success.

I would suggest that the young man 


take a horseback ride every evening 
after supper. - Also that he1 take no 
meat after the noon hour, and before 
retiring he should take a cup of hot 
milk, as follows: 
Heat, it very hot, 


but not so that it boils, then, keeping 
it hot, sip it slowly with a teaspoon— 
if it takes 15 minutes to sip it all, so 
much the better. Taken in this way it 
will not constipate, and is extremely 
soothing and. refreshing. 
A 
cold 


sponge bath in the morning and a 
tepid, not hot. bath at night, about 
twice weekly, will be best. 


He is probably one of the 
kind 


who do not require -n-.uch sleep, and 
will be better off it he does hot retire 
•until about 11 o'clock. At the evening 
meal, lettuce salad would be good, but 
the cup of hot milk should not 
be 


taken until time to retire. He should 
use no tea or coffee, under any cir- 
cumstances, and should make a prac- 
tice of masticating his food very thor- 
oughly, drink nothing while food is in 
the mouth, but an abundance of pure 
water between meals.

[OLD CURE FOR POISON IVY. 


Remedy Wliicli Affords Speedy 
Belief from the Intense 


Itching. 


This is the season when the person 


who takes woods rambles is very likely 
to suffer for nays thereafter with swol- 
len wrists and itching hands, some- 
times suffering real agony, from .ivy 
poison, says Field and Stream. Poison 
oak and ivy arc mi;civ like the copper- 
head snakes in the hills-in that both 
seem to try hard to torture Indian be- 
ings with, their poison, and will do so 
ii they come too close, especially in the 
spring. A physician once told us that 
there was nothing that would cure ivy 
poison quickly, but that doctoring it 
and letting it alone took about equal 
time, so he advised washing the parts 
affected quite often and letting it take 
its course. Now, the cure consists in 
a very simple adherence to two things: 
Preventing the spreading uf Use poison 
and drying it up quickly. Its spread 
can only be prevented by washing fre- 
quently with hot water; its cure by 
anointing the affected parts with tinc- 
ture grindalia, procurable in any drug 
snore, as soon as the skin lias been 
dried. 3-Ivery camp outfit should con- 
tain a four-ounce bottle of grimlclia. 
Its cure is very rapid, and it soon slops 
the almost unbearable' 
itching by 


which ivy poison is first noticed. This 
remedy is a. very old one, but it is not 
known as well as it should be. 


Salmon in the Lakes. 


'A new era in Great lakes fishing 


was marked recently, when from the 
'nets of Gamash. Smith & Co., of Wau- 
! k'egan, was taken a ten-pound fresh 


i water salmon. Several years ago the 
United States government planted a 
number o'f young salmon in L.iko 
Michigan. 
Tho fish'-were not caught 


later, but it was thought th.it the 
waters of the lake wore not favorable 
to their growth. This year, however, 
they began to show up, and at Wau- 
kcgan 25 or 80 have 
been 
lakun, 


ranging from three to four pounds.
